MONTREAL Oct 25.—More than twen- 


ty men were wounded, one fatally, m a 
collision between strikers and tbe mili- 
tary at Valley field, Quebec, this after 
noon. Two hundred men employed by 
the Montreal Cotton Go. went on a 
strike yesterday, after they had de- 
manded an increases in wages of twen- 
ty-five cents per day and tbe company 
had refused to deal with the union 
Yesterday the strikers prevented the 
company from doing any shipping and 
oday they held up the coal pile. The 
police were powerless 
Tho company 


vas obliged to have coal or shut down, 
so military aid was summoned from 
Montreal. Two companies of the Eoyal 
Scots arrived at Valley Sold about half- 
past four o'clock. 
Tho embargo on the 


oal was partly removed. At dusk, a 
jig crowd of the strikers and their 


pathtzdrs gathered and there wan 


every evidence of impending trouble. 
At half-past eight o'clock this evening, 
he mob began to throw stones thiough 
the windows of the Empire mill and ia 
other wajs to destroy property. The 
iioops charged the crowd with fixed 
bayonets, but were driven back. Eight 
of the soldiers were wounded, two se 
riondy. Fifteen of the strikers were 
aurt, one fatally. Reinforcements have 
been sent for by the cotton company 
md three hundred troops, with medi- 
cal assistance, will probably reach Val- 
;eyfiekl about two o'clock tomorrow 
morning.

STRUCK BY A BAU OF 


Two D«in«Mtr»tI~4M of th* TT««xp 
VI« 


Tvi o instances of tho occurrence of that 


rare form of lightning known as "globe 
lightning," for -which scientists h»ve never 
been able to offer an explanation, were re- 
cently observed in Europe. One case oc- 
cuircd tit S.liacs about noon when a vio- 
lent thunderstorm broke over this famous 
watering place. At 3:46 a ball of light- 
ning about tho size of a man's head was 
wen to descend and float about six feet 
alxne tho ground. It whizzed past tho 
stair railing of tho Villa Budn, throwing 
a workman, who was standing near, 
against tho pillars that support the steps. 
It then passed through an open window 
into a room on tbo ground floor, passed 
uitliiu a few paces of a table, thence out 
again through a closed window, in which 
it cut a hole tho sue of a fist. When out- 
sido. tho lightning ball ran against a pop- 
lar standing 13 paces in front of the build- 
ing 
From this it tore off tho bark and 


wood to a height of ten yards, whence it 
descended on the other side to tho earth, 
lea\ ing behind it another channel. The 
sound which accompanied tho lightning 
v. as not louder than the report of a gun, 
Nobody \x as injured. 


Another case is reported from Nioheim, 


Prussia. A lightning discharge, accom- 
panied by crashing thunder resembling 
the noiso of a mass of broken glass on a 
pa\cmciit, struck a farmhouse near the 
station, and the follow ing description of 
the lightning \\as noted by sixojevut- 
nesscs- It descended from tho cloud to tho 
outside of tho chimney in the form of a 
ball about the suo of a cannon ball After 
Iho ball %\.i!>an interval of perhaps fl-ve 
jards, then a tail of flre one or two* yards 
long Tho ball appeared to bo accompanied 
bj a short, sharp report, while tho crash- 
ing thunder appeared to be due to the fire 
sheaf or tall. — Philadelphia Inquirer. 


UNCLE SAM'S TEXAS WELL. 


His First Attempt at Artesian Digging 


Was a Failure. 


Artesian wells are now pouring a ne\er 


ending Hood of subterranuan water upon 
tho earth's surface in nearlye\cry state 
located within the well deiincd hmitb of 
tho aitcsian well basins on this continent 


Uncle Sam dug a well himself many 


years ago in tho Panhandle of Texas 
It 


is the flist attempt on record to secure an 
oitcsian How in tho Lono Star State. 
It 


was only 700 feet deep and no water ever 
came to the surface from it 
Since then 


there have been hundreds of artesian \\ ells 
boicd m Texas which threw fine streams 
of water, and tho pioneer hole has been 
forgotten by all except a few old tuno 
fronticiwncn who went on this peaceful 
mission into a country which was far from 
peaceful, owing to tho anticiMlizatlon 
creed of tho roaming Comancho Indians 


It was in 1857 that this attempt was 


mado, as tho United States government 
thought it advisable to have a water sup- 
ply for an army post on the Staked plains 
An elaborate expedition \\as fitted out un- 
der Captain Polk, who subsequently be 
came a general. Equipped with tho best 
well boring apparatus available at that 
time, a formidable wagon train, a torco of 
mechanics and a guard of cavalry, the 
expedition started from ono of tho posts 
near the gulf coast 
An anparently suit- 


able location was selected and the \\ ork w as 
begun Unfoituiiiitcly forthogo\crnmcnt, 
howetcr, tho geological survey had not 
yet reached that section of tho country, 
and tho woll boring was purely cxpcri 
mental After going down 700 feet and 
failing to strike flowing water tho scheme 
was abandoned and the expedition returned 
to the plato fiom which it came This was 
tho first attempt ever rnudo in Texas to dig 
an aitcsmn well, and it cost tho govern- 
ment over $100,000.—Kansas City Star

Be Made to Do Well. 


In order to hnvo tho best success in 


(mnviny houso plants for the windows lu 
winter tho lirst thing IB good, healthy 
plants, freo from insects. People often 
fall to revive a sickly plant. The aim 
should be to get good soil from tho florist 
or from a pasture. It matters not whether 
it bu a geranium or u palui, tho best .of 
care is necessary for success. ISoth'ing Is 
more beautiful than, a •sv^ndpw filled with 
fine flowering plants in midwinter, but to 
havo a lot of plants 8 feet high, not a leaf 
on them, is not inviting, and th'ey require 
as much care ns tho healthy plants. 


The practice of most plant buyers Is to 


got them of tho florist in the spring, plant 
them in tho garden and let them grow all 
summer." When tho first frost comes, they 
will lift the largo plants,'full of bud and 
bloom, out of (tho ground und pot them. 
In a few days tho plants begin to lose 
their foliage and wilt. The best way to 
do is to cut away about two-thirds of the 
plant and make them start new roots aud 
new growth, though it puts off flowering 
for some time. The best way to have good 
house plants Is to buy what are wonted in 
May, put in good sized pots, and plunge 
tho pots in tho earth. See that good drain- 
ago is obtained, put a small board on the 
bottom tp keep out tho worms, and ubout 
uvcry two weeks turn around to keep tho 
roots from going through the bottom of 
pot. Keep well watered through tho sum- 
mer, and by fall you will ha% o flue plants 
that will produce moro (lowers thiin half a 
dozen poor ones. The best plants for (low- 
ering in winter aro geraniums,, Chinese 
primrose, callu, cyclamens, cineraria, cur- 
nations, Easter lilito, UUinu, freo.sias, be- 
gonias and many others. 


Insects should uover bo seen on plants. 


Regular use of tobacco smoke at least 
twice eaoh week will drivo them away. 
Tho red spider often does much mischief 
before he is discovered. A dry, hot at- 
mosphere favors his production. To pre- 
vent him 
keep the plants moist and 


sjringo them. Bulbs, ferns, palms, etc., 
muke good plants for homo culture. Most 
houso plants do well in an average tem- 
ppruturo of not .more than 50 ^degrees tit 
night, with 20 or 25 degrees higher in tho 
daytime. Plants are often put in tho col- 
lar for tbo winter. They will live, but 
not mtvke as good a. plant as a cutting 
rooted In March. Wo have to watch them 
clotioly in tho greenhouses. 
1C men in tho 


florist business could raise plants by put- 
ting them under a bench in the \s inter, 
they would got rich in n few years. Flow- 
ering plants need tho best sunlight, while 
foliage plants will thrive without the 
bright sun. Plants should not bo put up 
too high in a room, for tlm air Is too hot 
aud dry there.—Utica Press.

Statement. 


HOW THE STEALIH& WAS DOKE. 


Note Teller Una Charge of 


Mull ttiid Took From It EttcU Day 
Enough to Balance Hl» Aocouut 
For tbe Day Before. 


Yoi'k, Oct. 25.— Interest in the 


defalcation of $000,000 by Cornelius L. 
Alvord, Jr., from the First National bank 
showed no abatement ia the financial dis- 
trict yesterday. Bank officers without 
exception weie astonished by the revela- 
tions that tho thieving hud continued 
without detection over a space of five »r 
six years, aud on all sides wonderment 
was expressed at the vast amount of 
money involved. 


One of the reports that gained circu- 


lation in Wall street yesterday was to 
the 'effect that on the day before he ab- 
sconded Alvord took $00,000 of the 
bank's money. This report was credited 
to an official of the bank, but it could uot 
be confirmed. Weight was added to i*. 
however, by the belief that Alvord re- 
tained little if any of his provious steal- 
ings. 


Little additional information was forth- 


coming -from the bunk officials, who still 
maintain an air of reticence in sneaking 
of the details ot the affair. Light, how- 
ever, was cast upou the methods pursuoJ 
by Alvord by the deputy comptroller of 
tho currency, who, apparently not i^lish- 
ing what in banking circles is loiisidoicd 
a reflection upon that bureau vontaiiu'd 
in the statement <>f the bank published 
yesterday, canio out with a statement 
giving some details of tho methods pui- 
sued by the note teller in concealing his 
shortage. 


llunk'H Second Statement. 


Officially the bnuk officers added tho 


following brief supplemental btatemunt 
to the one made public yesterday: 


"Alvonl's false entries appear to him1 


commenced about five years ago. One of 
his duties was to collect drafts and notes 
not pa j able through the cleaving IIOU:M\ 
a considerable part of these usually being 
paid in cash. He appropriated n portion 
of this cash from time to time, us oppor- 
tunity offered, before any of it wus tuiu- 
ed over to the money clerk. The dis- 
crepancy wns concealed by adding to thn 
item of "Exchanges For the Clearing 
House" on the note teller's bulnnre book 
an amount equal to the sum of absti ac- 
tions. 
Until hix recent disappearance 


Alvord had not been absent from the 
bunk during one business day this year. 
He did not tuke hi« usual vacation lust 
summer, requesting that instead he might 
take a mouth next winter for a trip to 
California." 


Bank officers without exception express 


arront sympathy for the officials of tho 
Firht National bank over the unfortunate 
occurrence, but at the same time an un- 
dercurrent of opinion seems to be K''ow- 
Jng that the bank had pursued a fault} 
system and had placed entirely too much 
trust in the intcRrily of onu man. Safe- 
guards and checks employed in other in- 
stitutions are said to have been omitted 
by the bank, and thu concluding para- 
graph in the comptroller of the currency's 
statement beaiinc upon this point re- 
ceived widespread attention. 


Great Winning on Thirteen at Monte Carlo. 


A private letter from Monte Carlo re- 


counts an extraordinary run of luck made 
by one of the players, an American girl, 
at a roulette table. She went there mere-i 
ly to see the gambling of which she had 
heard so much, 'and, becoming excited, 
obtained permission from her escort to 
venture one goldpiece and one only. If 
sho lost it, sho would play no more. If 
sho won, sho would play with her win- 
nings until they were gone. 


She placed tho coin on No. 13, and tho 


turn of the wheel was in her favor. Her 
escort entered into an animated argument 
with her to take what she had. gained and 
to be content with her experience. She 
reminded him of tho terms of the agree- 
ment and while the controversy was going 
on the croupier gavo another turn to the 
wheel, which, when it stopped, showed 
tho same number as winner.

Tho menu of a dinner at the Japanese 


legation in Washington differs little from 
that of a well appointed American table. 
There is usually a scarcity of beef, -which, 
is not especially liked in Japan, and a total 
absence of mutton. Sheep are unknown, 
in Japan. They cannot live there on ac- 
count of the moisture of tho climate and 
the consequent tendency to foot rot. Poul- 
try and game of ail kinds ore served in 
abundance, and fish especially so. 
But 


one peculiarity of tho banquet, fish soup— 
not chowder, but a soup simply niaclo of 
fleh—presents a novelty to which Ameri- 
can palates find it rather hard to accustom, 
themselves. 
Chickens, too, are served in 


a peculiar way. They aro cut up into 
siiall squares, fried and then dressed with, 
a sauce culled "shoyu," which the Japanese 
sny is Iho origin of the so called Worces- 
tershire sauco. 


Vegetables are much the same as In this 


country, with tho exception of potatoes. 
These are generally avoided because of 
their cousinship to the sweet potato, or 
yam, which forms tho food of the poorer 
clashes only in Japan. 
The table service 


la European in every respect—no chop- 
sticks or any thing of that kind—but much, 
buiutif ul china and glassware and porce; 
lain. 
1 Tho costumes also are those of the east* 
ern nations. Japanese women of tho up- 
per classes have followed French fashions 
for many years. Even in court ceremonies 
tho national costume was dropptd by tho 
reigning empress somewhere back in tho 
eighties after she had held out some time 
against tho emperor, who had for several 
years previously received In a uniform 
modeled after European fashion. Min- 
Ifcter Hoshi appears on all occasions in the 
streets winter and summer In a "plug" 
hat of American make, but of such an alti- 
tude as to bo almost as conspicuous as the 
horsehair hats of state which the Koreans 
were ud first accustomed to wear, but have 
lately laid by, except for extreme occa- 
sions of ceremony. Tho members of hia 
staff gKo preference to the modern and 
moro comfotablo "derby," and dress In all 
other respects us would any well bred 
American.—Now York Tribune.

IN SUPREME COURT. 


Edward Dow Wins His Case Against 


the P. K. & Y. Bailroad. 


In tbe supreme court the jury hi tbe 


case of Edwin W. Dow of Ameabnrj, 
Mass., against tuo Portsmouth, Kittery 
& York street railway, returned a ver- 
dict of $1406. G7 for the plaintiff. TUP 
action brought by Mr. Dow waa for $2000 
and he claimed that while walking 
along the plank walk at York Harbor r n 
Sept. 10, 1896, he fell from the walk 
on to the track, receiving injuries be- 
cause the railway company dug awn?

&350 to the plaintiff. 
This is expected 


to end the jniy trials at this term.
